Cientlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the 
year  1937. 

There  were  several  changes  in  the  Staff  during  the  past 
year.  Following  the  death  of  the  late  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr.  W.  E.  Peacock,  a Deputy  Medical  Officer  was 
appointed  to  act  until  the  vacant  post  was  filled.  Dr.  Cathie 
acted  in  this  capacity  from  the  beginning  of  April,  1937, 
until  my  appointment  on  1st  June. 

The  most  important  event,  as  regards  the  health  of  the 
district,  was  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria,  which,  starting  m 
August,  1936,  gradually  spread  throughout  the  area,  and  became 
a very  grave  menace  to  the  younger  children,  especially  during 
the  latter  part  of  1937.  The  epidemic  was  not  confined  to 
Felling,  being  prevalent  throughout  the  greater  part  of  North 
Durham.  A report  of  this  epidemic  will  be  found  on  page  31. 
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The  clearing  away  of  unfit  houses  continued  during  the 
year,  and  two  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries  were  held  in  con- 
nection with  property  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  the 
situation  of  which  were  to  a large  extent  in  Bill  Quay  and 
Wardley. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General 
for  the  year  1937,  shows  very  little  change  from  the  previous 
year,  the  figures  being  25,830  and  25,855  respectively. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  population,  increased  slightly 
from  16'0  in  1936  to  16*7.  The  death  rate  increased  from  12*0 
per  1,000  in  1936  to  14*6  in  1937.  This  increase  was  due 
mainly  to  three  factors  ; deaths  from  heart  disease  and 
circulatory  diseases  increased  from  68  to  87,  tuberculosis  was 
responsible  for  41  deaths  in  1937  compared  with  27  in  1936, 
and  29  deaths  occurred  from  diphtheria  as  against  3 in  1936. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  grateful 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  I have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  also  from  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department,  especially  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  upon  whose  shoulders  fell  the  bulk  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  the  Matron 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

An  ambulance  for  infectious  cases  is  kept  at  the  Fever 
Hospital.  The  joint  Ambulance  Committee  provide  an 
ambulance  which  is  supported  by  private  subscription  and  a 
grant  from  the  Local  Authority. 

Each  colliery  provides  an  ambulance  for  their  own  men, 
and  the  ambulance  facilities  of  the  Borough  of  ■ Gateshead 
can  be  used  at  a nominal  charge.  The  ambulance  facilities 
generally  are  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Heworth  and  District  Nursing  Association  are  a local 
voluntary  body,  who  provide  the  services  of  two  nurses  for 
home  nursing  duties.  These  nurses  work  under  the  direction 
of  general  practitioners  of  the  area. 


(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 
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(e)  Hospitals:  Public  and  Voluntary. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at 
Windy  Nook,  Felling,  which  is  maintained  by  this  Local 
Authority;  it  consists  of  4 large  wards  and  a small  observation 
ward,  each  with  its  own  lavatory  and  bathroom.  Total  accom- 
modation, 28  beds  and  6 cots.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (i)  Water. 

This  District  has  a piped  supply  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  the  quality  of  the 
water  is  wholesome,  pressure  of  water  is  poor  in  some  parts  of 
the  district  which  is  alarming  if  fire  should  break  out  — this 
defect  is  receiving  attention. 

An  isolated  Farm  obtains  a supply  of  water  for  human 
consumption  and  other  purposes  from  a spring  and  a well — the 
well  is  fed  by  a bore  hole  approximately  140  feet  in  depth. 
The  supply  is  wliolesome  but  requires  frequent  attention. 

A Caravan  holding  is  supplied  by  a spring  this  supply  is 
wholesome  and  another  small  holding  is  supplied  by  a shallow 
well— this  supply  is  contaminated  to  a great  extent  and  is 
unfit  for  use  — the  owner  tenant  has  been  warned  not  to  use  this 
waiter  and  has  been  advised  to  endeavour  to  obtain  his  supply  of 
water  from  a deeper  source. 

The  following  is  a statement  from  the  County  Analyst 
showing  the  result  of  his  examination  of  this  supply.

Observations. 

In  my  opinion  the  analysis  of  this  sample  affords  ample 
evidence  of  pollution  by  excretal  matter  of  animal  origin,  while 
the  sample  is  contaminated  by  impurities  derived  from  the 
surface;  confirmation  of  the  contamination  of  the  sample  is 
afforded  by  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination.  It  is 
not  of  good  and  wholesome  quality  for  human  consumption. 
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( ii).  Drainage  and  Seiverage. 

No  important  extension  of  sewerage  has  taken  place  during 
the  past  year.  A scheme  is  at  present  before  the  Commissioner 
of  Special  Areas,  for  a grant  to  replace  an  existing  defective 
sewer  at  Cow  Path  Farm,  Bill  Quay,  by  a new  concrete  pipe 
sewer  426  yards  in  length  at  a gradient  of  1 in  166.  This 
sewer  is  designed  to  carry  the  whole  of  the  sewage  and  rain 
water  for  a fully  developed  district  of  115  acres. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  sewage  from  this  district  is  discharged  in  its  crude 
state  into  the  River  Tyne. 


3.  (i).  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  6,310  water  closets  m this 
district,  170  ash  closets  where  there  is  no  sewerage  system  and 
2 ash  middens.  Changes  take  place  weekly  in  regard  to  the 
number  of  water  closets  due  to  re-housing  of  tenants  from 
Clearance  Areas. 


(ii).  Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor.  There  are 
three  motor  vehicles  and  a hired  horse  drawn  vehicle  engaged  m 
the  work  of  refuse  collection.  The  motors  collect  refuse  from 
dwelling  and  business  premises.  The  horse  drawn  vehicle 
collects  refuse  from  the  slaughter  houses  and  street  gullies— 
this  method  of  gully  cleansing  is  antiquated  and  inadequate- 
frequent  complaints  in  regard  to  choked  gullies  being  received. 

A system  of  collecting  waste  paper  has  been  introduced— 
paper  of  all  descriptions  is  collected  in  parcels  by  the  refuse 
vehicles,  taken  to  the  Council  Depot  where  it  is  compressed  by 
a machine  into  two  hundred  weight  bales  and  sold  to  a Firm  in 
Lancashire,  who  manufacture  the  paper  into  various  articles.

of  this  Local  Authority  in  regard  to  Slum  Clearance  is  now  near 
completion.  The  combined  Areas  subject  to  Ministry  Inquiry 
and  subsequently  confirmed  since  November  1933  to  December 
1937,  number  55  areas — added  to  this  are  the  316  individual 
unfit  dwellings  dealt  with  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the 
Housing  Acts  from  1935  to  December  1937 — a total  of  1618 
dwellings,  1685  families,  6605  persons. 

The  district  has  been  systematically  inspected  for  the 
detection  of  Nuisances  resulting  in  the  service  of  667  Informal 
Notices.

4.  Schools. 

Owing  to  the  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  in  this  district  the 
schools  had  special  attention  directed  towards  them,  drains  were 
examined  and  flushed  regularly  with  a plentiful  supply  of  water 
and  any  defects  found  were  remedied.  A sample  of  main  water 
from  the  school  at  Bill  Quay  was  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  Bacteriological  examination — the  water  was  found 
to  be  wholesome.  A sample  of  water  from  a stream  running 
through  a Public  Playground  frequented  by  the  children  from 
Pelaw  and  Bill  Quay  was  also  submitted  for  examination  and 
found  to  be  harmless.  The  Education  Authority  decided  to 
have  drinking  fountains  installed  in  their  schools  to  displace  the 
ordinary  push  taps  and  metal  drinking  cups  and  ventilation  of 
the  class-rooms  was  vigorously  carried  out.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a).  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  seven  Producer  Retailers  of  milk  in  this 
district — live  of  which  produce  and  retail  ordinary  raw  milk 
and  two  produce  and  retail  “ Accredited  Milk.”  There 
are  three  wholesale  producers  of  ordinary  raw  milk.  The 
number  of  retailer  dairies  is  three,  the  remainder  of  the 
milk  supplied  to  the  district  from  outside  sources  is  mostly 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilized  milk  in  bottles  and  a small 
amount  of  ordinary  raw  milk.  Ihe  milk  supplied  to  schools 
is  with  one  exception  Pasteurised. 

The  inspection  of  P'arni  premises  is  carried  out  at 
irregular  periods — at  one  Farm  which  came  into  this  district 
when  boundaries  in  this  area  were  altered  and  extended  in 
1936,  a portion  of  large  and  well  built  stables  have  been 
suitably  converted  to  a cow  byre.  At  two  other  P'arms 
which  drained  into  cesspools  which  were  defective  and 
dilapidated  thereby  causing  a nuisance  to  exist — the  drains 
have  been  renewed  and  now  discharge  into  the  sewers  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

Samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  bacterial  content  by 
the  Department  of  Dairy  Husbandry,  Armstrong  College, 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  and  ten  samples  of  milk  were 
examined  for  B.  Diphtheria  by  the  Bacteriological  Depart- 
ment of  Kings  College,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne.  In  six  of  the 
samples  no  diphtheria  bacilli  were  isolated,  in  the  other  four 
samples  no  true  diphtheria  bacilli  were  grown  although  a 
number  of  diphtheria  bacilli  were  isolated.

DIPHTHERIA  EPIDEMIC. 

This  epidemic,  which  began  in  August,  1936,  was  the 

subject  of  a special  report  to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  June, 
1937. 

1 he  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  342, 
being  comprised  of  200  females  and  142  males,  resulting  in  28 
deaths,  of  which  15  were  females  and  13  were  males. 

Of  these  28  deaths,  20  occurred  in  the  Fever  Hospital 
Windy  Nook,  2 occurred  in  the  City  Hospital  for  Infectious 
Diseases,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  and  6 deaths  occurred  at  home, 

5 within  an  hour  or  so  of  notification,  and  1 died  a month  after 
leaving  hospital,  of  cardiac  failure. 

The  mortality  was  greatest  between  the  ages  of  2-4  years, 
19  cases  occurring  between  these  ages,  8 of  which  died. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  majority  of  the  deaths  were  the 
result  of  delayed  medical  attention.  Of  the  20  deaths  which 
occurred  in  the  Fever  Hospital,  Windy  Nook,  5 died  within 
four  hours  of  admission,  and  14  within  five  days.  Almost 
everyone  of  these  cases  had  been  ill  for  several  days  before  a 
doctor  was  called  in,  and  was  obviously  very  ill  indeed.  A 
similar  state  of  affairs  was  present  in  the  deaths  which  occurred 
at  home  before  they  could  be  removed  to  hospital. 

Repeated  public  warnings  were  given,  in  the  local  press,  in 
the  schools,  and  also  by  the  distribution  of  pamphlets,  pointing 
out  the  danger  of  delay,  and  yet  this  delay  occurred.  In  other 
cases,  where  a child  was  confined  to  bed  because  of  a sore 
throat,  several  children  from  the  same  house  were  allowed  to 


attend  school  until  medical  attention  was  sought  three  or  four 
days  later.  There  must  have  been  a good  many  children  who 
suffered  from  a mild  attack  of  the  disease,  and  recovered, 
without  ever  having  been  seen  by  a doctor. 

IMMUNISATION. 

In  October  the  Felling  Urban  District  Council  decided  to 
provide  free  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  to  be  carried  out 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Kducation  Committee,  by  the 
Medical  Officer  at  the  School  Clinic.  Six  thousand  application 
forms  were  printed  and  distributed  by  hand  to  nearly  every 
house  in  the  district.  The  result  of  this  effort  was  almost 
negligible,  only  about  three  hundred  replies  being  received 
whereas  there  are  about  5,500  school  children  and  children 
under  school  age  in  Felling.  In  passing,  it  is  worthy  of  note, 
that  not  one  child  out  of  the  324  immunised,  contracted  the 
disease. 

Every  precaution  was  taken  to  try  and  limit  the  spread  of 
inspection;  local  milk  supplies  were  periodically  examined  etc., 
but  after  deliberation  with  the  County  Medical  Officer,  it  was 
decided  that  the  epidemic  continued  its  spread  by  carriers. 

All  contacts  in  a house  where  a case  occurred  were  swabbed 
and  those  who  had  positive  swabs  were  isolated  as  far  as 
possible,  either  in  their  own  homes  or  in  hospital,  and  in  the 
schools  the  children  were  systematically  examined  for  sores, 
nasal  discharges,  etc. 


SCHOOLS. 

In  the  schools,  from  4th  June,  onwards,  an  hourly  break 
was  instituted,  that  is  to  say  the  children  were  taken  out  from 
the  classrooms  for  ten  minutes  after  every  hour,  and  the  rooms 
were  thoroughly  ventilated.  This  caused  a certain  amount  of 
disruption  in  the  curriculum  and  extra  work  for  the  teachers, 
who,  however,  gave  their  full  co-operation,  and  in  addition,  if 
they  noticed  any  child  who  seemed  indisposed,  sent  them  home 


and  advised  the  parents  to  consult  a doctor.  Coinmon  metal 
drinking  cups  and  communal  towels  were  removed,  paper  towels 
being  substituted. 

The  distribution  of  cases  among  the  various  schools  varied; 
in  the  beginning  the  majority  of  the  cases  were  in  Bill  Quay,  and 
consequently  Bill  Quay  School  suffered  most,  but  later  when 
the  epidemic  became  widespread,  all  the  schools  in  the  district 
were  more  or  less  equally  affected,  the  only  exception  being 
Windy  Nook  School,  which  i:)rovided  comparitively  few  cases. 
1 he  percentage  ol  attendance  at  this  school  was  very  high 
throughout  the  epidemic. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

In  October,  the  accommodation  at  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Windy  Nook,  was  being  taxed  beyond  its  limit,  and  during  the 
ensuing  weeks  several  cases  were  removed  to  the  City  Hospital 
for  Infectious  Diseases,  Walker  Gate.  This  was  done  until 
accommodation  was  once  more  available  at  the  local  hospital. 
The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  admitted  to  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Windy  Nook,  was  324,  and  13  cases  were  removed  to  Walker 
Gate. 


TOPOGKAITHCAL  DISTKIBUTION. 

As  mentioned  previously,  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year 
most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  East  Ward,  which  is  comprised 
of  Bill  Quay  and  Wardley.  But  gradually  the  whole  of  Felling 
was  equally  affected,  the  only  striking  exception  being  the 
South  Ward,  that  is  to  say  Windy  Nook  and  Heworth  Colliery. 
This  ward  had  a much  smaller  attack  rate  per  population  than 
any  other.  The  situation  of  this  part  of  the  district  is  500ft. 
above  sea-level,  being  by  far  the  highest  part  of  Felling  and  is 
constantly  swept  by  winds  throughout  the  year.

Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occuring  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis  was  36.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
death-rate  from  respiratory  tubercuiosis,  of  T43  per  1,000  of 
the  population  as  compared  with  0‘85  per  1,000  in  1936. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  non-respiratory  tuber- 
culosis was  5,  as  against  7 in  1936. 
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
